THE STATE GRANGE. 
SECOND DAY'S SESSION. 


HARMONIOUS AND INTEREST- 
ING PROCEEDINGS. 


Ra'eigh Selected as the Place for 
the Next Annual Meeting. 


The State Grange reassembled in 
Tucker Hall morning at 9 
o’clock, an worked laboriously 
throughout the day, taking short re- 
cesses for dinner and supper. 

The Grange setting with closed 
doors, we can only give so much of 
the proceedings as may be of interest 
to the general pubiic. 

The proceedings were of a 
most harmonious character and 
many subjects were considered that 
are of much importance to the farm- 
ing interests of the State. 

A resolution was adopted to the ef- 
fect that the Executive Committee of 
the State Grange be and are hereby 
authorized to negotivte for the direct 
shipment of cotcon to Europe from 
some point in North Carolina. 

Mr. L. A. Thoinpson, of Minnesota, 
Lecturer of the National Grange, has 
been in attendance upon the sessions 
of the Grange, and a vote of thanks 
was yesterday tendered him for the 
assistance he had rendered by this 
attendance. In reply, Mr. ‘Thomp- 
son paid a high tribute to North 
Carolina. He visited our State Fair 
last fall, and what he then saw of 
her products and her people justified 
him in saying that North Carolina 
should rank among the first States 
in the nation. He paid a merited 
compliment to the body of Grangers 
now in session here. 

Resolutions were adopted establish- 
ing as the organ of the Order In the 
State the State Agricultural Journal, 
of this city. 

Raleigh was selected as the place 
for the next annual meeting, to be 
held in February, 1875. A vote of 
thanks was tendered to the Raleigh 
Grange, to the citizens of Raleigh, 
the hotels, railroads, and to all others 
who have contributed to the comfort 
and convenience of the members of 
the State Grange at this session. 

The Grange will meet again this 
morning at 9 o’cleck, but it is uuder- 
stood that the business of the meeting 
has been completed.

THE MEETING OF THE BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES OF THE STATE 
UNIVERSITY. 


INTERESTING PROCEEDINGS. 


At a meeting of the ‘Trustees of the 
University.of North Carolina, begun 
and held in the city of Raleigh, on 
the 18th day of February, A. D., 1874, 
being the day and place appointed 
by an act of the General Assembly 
of North Carolina, entitled ‘‘an act to 
fix the time and place of the first 
meeting of the Trustees of the Univer- 
sity,’’ ratified the 7th day of February, 
1874, on motion of Mr. Paul C. Came- 
ron, of Orange, Hon. William A. 


Graham, of Grange, was called tem- 
porarily to the chair ; and on motion 
of Mr. Walter L. Steele, of Rich- 
mond, W. L. Saunders, of New 
Hanover, was appointed Secretary 
pro tem. 

The certificate of the election of 
Trustees was then read as follows, 
and ordered to be filed: 


[The names of the Trustees elected 


have been published by us in full, 
and we omit them now. ]

Board of ‘Trustees is now in session 
according to law, and that it is the 
unanimous opinion of the Board that 
the Governor of the State, for the 
time being, is ex-officio President of 
said Board. That the Committee is 
further instructed to inyite His Ex- 
cellency to preside over the delibera- 
tions of the Board.” 

The Chair appointed under the res- 
olution Messrs. Manning and Fair- 
cloth, to wait upon the Governor and 
present him with a copy thereof. 

Mr. Steele moved that the Board 
do now proceed to the division of the 
Trustees into four classes in aeccor- 
dance with section 2, of an act of the 


General Assembly of North Carolina, | 


entitled ‘“‘An Act to provide for the 
election of ‘Trustees of the Universi- 
ty of North Carolina.,’’

GENTLEMEN :—I am in receipt of a 
resolution passed by a body purport- 
ing to be Trustees of the University 
of North Carolina, invitfng me, as 
Governor and ez-oficio President of 
the Board of Trustees, to preside over 
the body now in session. 

It would, I assure you, afford me 
pleasure to comply with your wishes 
and accept your invitation, were it 
not that I entertain a decided opin- 
jon that your body have not been 
constitutionally elected to the offices 
you claim to hold and exercise. I am 
of opinion that the Legislature had 
no right, under the Constitution, to 
elect Trustees for the University, but 
that it is an executive function to 
nominate Trustees and submit his 
nominations to the Senate for con- 
tirmation. Entertaining these views, 
and with great respect to you collec- 
tively and individually, I feel it my

refuse to take any part in your de- 
liberations.

ated ; (b) the number of mews edi- 
tices, their dimensions and the ma- 
terial of which they are constructed, 
and the uses to which they are ap- 
plied, including the number of rooms 
used for barrack accommodations; (c) 
the libaries, and number of volumes 
in each, laboratory, cabinet of min- 
erals, philosophical apparatus and 
museum if any; (d) the number of 
professors’ houses belonging to the 
institution, and extent of ground at- 
tached, with outbuilding, ete.; (e) 
what funds are owned by _ the corpo- 
ration proper in the form of debts 
due or choses in action; (f) what 
lands, other than the tract at Chapel 
Hill and professors lots in the village, 
where such lands are situated, and an 
estimate of their value, and other 
property belonging to or claimed by 
the Board, so as to present acomplete 
schedule of assets. 

2nd. What is the state of repair of 
the buildings and enclosures, and 
what sum willbe required to fit them 
for use ? 

3rd. Wuatdebts are due from the 
corporation, to whom and what secu- 
rity has been given for the same; 
and in connection therewith, the 
present condition of any litigation 
pending thereon, and what prospect 
there may beof an early determina- 
— of the same and with what re- 
sult ? 

4th. What is the condition of the 
agricultural college fund, which 
passed into the hands of the Board of 

‘rustees of the University ? What 
was realized from the land scrip issued 
for this object ? What use has been 
made of it, or any part of it? What 
remained, and how much of such re— 
mainder has been disposed of or in- 
vested, and what interest has been 
vielded from it, if any ? 

Mr. Manning moved to amend the 
resolution by adding thereto the fol- 
lowing: 

“That to carry out the foregoing 
resolutions, a committee of three 
shall be appointed by the President.”’ 

Theamendment prevailed, and the 
question recurring on their adoption 
as amended, the resvlutions were 
adopted by the Board. 

Mr. Gilmer moved to further amend 
the resolutions by adding thereto the 
following: 

Resolved, That the Secretary and 
Treasurer be instructed to ascertain 
and report at the first meeting of 
both the Executive Committee and 
the Board of Trustees the most defi- 
nite, certain and advantageous terms 
upon which the creditors of the Uni- 
versity will compromise, adjust,fund 
or otherwise arrange their claims 
against the University. 

The amendment prevailed. | 

Mr. Battle moved to further amen 
the resolutions by adding thereto the 
following : 

Resolved, That the Executive Com- 
mittee be authorized, upon receiving 
the report of the committee aforesaid, 
to contract for such repairs as they 
may deem necessary and may be 
within the means at their command. 

The ammendment prevailed, and 
the question recurring on their adop- 
tion, the resolutions, as amended, 
were adopted. 

Mr. Graham introduced the follow- 
ing resolution : 

Resolved, That the Secretary and 
Treasurer be appointed, and he is 
instructed to receive from the recent 
Secretary and ‘Treasurer all records, 
books of account’ and other papers 
and moneys, with the evidences of 
titles to property belonging to the 
corporation, and to receipt for the 
same, and to settle the account of

Resolved, That a committee of —— 
members be appointed to inquire and 
report a proper mode of appeal to the 
public for donations in aid of the 
present means and tuition fees; and 
to this end f§to offer to generous do- 
nors inducements, by connecting 
their names with buildings, profes- 
sorships, scholarships, or other meth- 
ods of appropriate distinction—and 
that said committee prepare accord- 
ingly, a circular letter, to be trans- 
mitted to the friends of liberal learn- 
ing throughout the country. 

That the members of this Board 
deeply regret that from the brief 
time to intervene, and the present de 
ficiency of funds, they cannot hope 
to open the University for the recep- 
tion of students at the usual period 
in the ensuing summer, but they ar- 
dently hope, that in the course of an- 
other year, with the intervention of 
a session of the Legisiature, to see 
this noble institution, so long the 
pride and glory of the State, renova- 
ted and restored to its former useful- 
ness and reputation. 

Mr. Manning moved to amend the 
second resolution by striking out the 
words “a commitiee of —-—— mem- 
bers be appointed,’’ and insert the 
words ‘‘the committee ordered to be 
raised by the resolution just adopted 
by the Board.’”” The amendment 
prevailed. 

Mr. Amis moved to fill the blank 
in the third resolution by inserting 
the word ‘“‘three.’?, The motion pre- 
vailed.

SENATOR GORDON introduced in 
the Senate, Wednesday, a bill for the 
relief of the mail agents in the 
“outh for services previous to Jtte, 
iNGl. It was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Post-offiees and Roads. 


HE people of Petersburg, Va., are 
quite hopeful that the new charter for 
that city will pass the House of Rep- 
resentatives this week. The Judic- 
iary Committee of that body reported 
unanimously in favor of the consti- 
tionality of the measure. 


WE REGRET the success of thie 
STroOKELEY party in Philadelphia on 
Tuesday, and the consequent defeat 
of the McC.LuReE or Reform party. 
We had hoped, under the rigid re- 
quirements to which the election was 
to be subjected, the Reformers would 
be enabled to overcome their power- 
ful opponents. 


Let the facts speak for themselves. 
Gov. PoRTER, in his address before 
the tax-payers convention in session 
in South Carolina this week, showed 
by facts and figures that while the 
taxable property in that State in 1860 
was valued at $500,000,000, and was 
only taxed to the extent of $400,000, 
that now it had declined to $175,000,- 
000 valuation, with a tax upon it of 
$2,500,000; or, in other words, that 
the people are now compelled to 
pay twenty times as much as_ be- 
fore the war. This is some of the ef- 
fects of Radical misrule. 


CONGRESS is considering legislation 
in regard to the control of alcoholic 
traffic. The proposition is to appoint 
whiskey Commissioners to this end. 
[tis eontended that under the 14th 
umendment, ‘Congress has the power 
io pass any law for the protection of 
life, liberty or the pursuit of happi- 
ness.’’ Between the efforts of Con- 
gress, the several State Legislatures 
und the ‘‘woman crusade’’ in the 
North and Northwest, it looks as if 
the venders of liquor are to have a 
hard time. All drinkers will have 
io lay in a supply against dry times. 


Gov. KEMPER, of Virginia, in his 
pardon to PAGE McCarry, the duel- 
list, says it was granted solely upon 
the ground of the health of the pri- 
soner, believing that longer imprison- 
ment would endanger his lite. He 
adds that it must not be concluded 
from this action that the penalties of 
the anti-duelling act will not be in- 
flexibly imposed so far as their en- 
torcement devolves upon him. This

THE United States Senate on Wed- 
nesday, by a vote of 30 to 28, defea- 
ted a resolution providing for the re- 
demption of national currency by 
gold or U.S. interest-bearing notes. 
The question of finances is likely to 
prove a Knotty one to Congress, but 
a resolution has been adopted provi- 
ding for some action looking to a pos- 
itive relief in some manner before the 
adjournment of that body. A Wash- 
ington special of Wednesday says: 
‘The inflationists are now confident 
of asmall majority in the Senate, 
and thatthe expansion of currency 
will be carried is considered reasona- 
bly certain. Free banking and specie 
payments have been losing ground 
the past week. 


THAT a desperate state of affairs 
exists in Cuba cannot be doubted, 
and it has become equally apparent 
that Spain is unable to establish 
order. The volunteers grow more 
cruel and arrogant daily, and the 
home government, conscious of its 
waning power, make all sorts of con- 
cessions to them. The butchery of 
the young students in Havana for 
the alleged defacing of the tomb of a 
Spanish General took place te appease 
their wrath, and the horrible murder 
of the Virginius captives is also at- 
tributed to their demand. The insur- 
rectionists seem determined to defend 
themselves to the last gasp, and if 
they are ever subdued it will be at 
the expense of a fearful slaughter. A 
struggle which has none of the re- 
straints of the rules of civilized ware- 
fare is ful! of vindictiveness and 
malice, and never fails to develope the 
worst passions of which the human 
heart is susceptible. There is 
another very ugly feature in this 
matter; it is more than probable that 
the barbarous race now in slavery on 
this unfortunate Island will soon be- 
come prominent actors in these scenes 
of blood-shed, and then the christian 
world will be called upon to witness 
acts of fiendish cruelty having no 
parallel in the annals of history. 
Setting all motives of interest aside, 
it is our opinion that our government 
owes it as a duty to christianity and 
civilization to take the Island under 
the protection of our flag. 


, WE ARE pleased to see the South- 
ern press, in almost every State, dis- 
cussing the important question of de- 
veloping the manufacturing resources 
of the South. It is too evident that 
we can have no real and lasting pros- 
perity in our midst until we shall 
have turned our attention fully in 
this direetion. The changed condi- 
tion of the system of labor, and the 


community to recover their wasted 
fortunes by relying entirely upon the 
tilling of the soil, renders this step

With everything at our doors to 
make the Southa great manufactur- 
ing country, with every natural 
advantage desired, how long will our 
people remain idle and refuse to grasp 
that power and wealth which of right 
belong to them ’ 


THE office-seeking fever of the 
country has grown to bea lamenta- 
ble evil, transcending as it does all 
bounds of decency and putting to 
shame the halcyon days of yore,when 
office was wont to seek tlie man and 
not the man the office. We are re- 
minded of this by the assertion made 
that there are no less than fifty ap- 
plicants for the position of post-mas- 
ter of Alexandria, Va , recently made 
vacant by the death of the occupant. 
The Alexandria Sentine/ says the 
scramble for the pesition commenced 
even before the death of the post- 
master, and adds: ‘‘And at every 
sign of convalesence there was gloom 
upon a dozen or more countenances,”’ 
Can anything show toa greater de- 
gree the demoralization of the present 
age than this most indecent haste to 
step into adead man’s shoes, or to 
bring to light more thoroughly the 
utter inhumanity and worthlessness 
of the inveterate office-hunter? 

The Petersburg /ndex, alluding to 
this desire for office truthfully says: 

“Office-hunting is one of the curses 
of this country. No more unhappy 
fate could befall any young man 
than to acquire at an early period of 
life a taste and thirst for oificial posi- 
tion, and to depend on the govern- 
ment or some political party for his 
livelihood. The bread so hardly 
earned is made bitter by many anXiec- 
ties, and the salaries, however appa- 
rently liberal, are in some way ab- 
sorbed, or worse than lost. Manya 
man has lost his dignity and seli- 
dependenee (worth more than any 
salary or authority) by looking to 
oftice for the means of living. A\l- 
most any occupation is preferable to 
that of the publicservice ; almost any 
responsibility less heavy and perilous 
than that of managing the public it- 
terests or the public funds.’ 


Did the young men of the country, 
and particularly of the South, fully 
realize the truth of the argument 
made by our cotemporary, and man- 
fully goto work at some honest em- 
ployment, and forget this love of 
office and place, we would soon see a 


more healthy state of affairs existing 
in our midst. 


The Siamese Twius Autopsy—The 
Enigma of Their Life at Last Sete 
tiled. 

We take the following from the 
Philadelphia Press of Tuesday : 

The examination of the remains of 
Chang and Eng, which has been pre- 
ceeding very quietly, in this city, at 
the College of Pharmacy, has been 
heretofore confined to taking casts of 
the different important and curious 
formations of various paris of the 
bodies, photographing the remains, 
and daily injections of chloride of 
zine to prevent the bodies from de- 
composing. 

Yesterday the long looked-for and 
anxiously-awaited autopsy commenc- 


The dreaded scalpel was first used 
on the connecting band between the 
two brothers. The abdominal cavi- 
ties were entered for the purpose of 
examining the viscera. This inves- 
tigation was attended with most grat- 
ifying results, and the physicians 
were rewarded in their effortsin find- 
ing that the lungs, heart, pancreas, 
liver, spleen and alimentary canal 
were excellently developed in each, 
and that all the parts above-named 
resembled those of ordinary mortals. 

Approaching the band, the lower 

rtion of the ensiform cartilage, or 

reast bone, in each joins by doub- 
ling or bending out, making almost 
a long union with a distinct joint at 
the central point of union, on which 
the bodies hinge freely. The joint is 
somewhat similar to, but notso com- 
plicated as that at the elbow. The 
band at the smaller part has a cir- 
cumference of nine inches, and when 
the link was stretched, and the twins 
were stood as far apart as possible, 
there was a space of eight inches in- 
tervening. Yesterday the skin of 
each body was cut through posterior- 
ly and thrown back from the band 
and adjacent structures, exposing 
superficial and deep fascia or fatty 
tissues in the rectus muscle of each. 
The pes question of whether they 
could have been seperated in life was 
settled in the negative by various 
abdominal sections which were 
made. The peritoreum or mem- 
branous lining of the belly in each 
was found to enter the band, and four 
pouches or  culs-de-sac_ overlapped 
each other at the centre of the band. 
The most marked feature here was 
the presence of two such uches 
from the body of the larger rother, 
Chang ; the upper one shorter than 
the lower, but each lapping, one from 
above and one from below, the single 
pouch of Eng. An almostexact idea 
of the arrangement of these cls-de- 
sac may be obtained by holding the 
first joint of the forefinger between 
the thumb and finger of the other 
hand. The astounding and curious 
fact was developed that a line passing 
down the centre of the band would 
sever all three of these prolongations 
and open the —_ Onital cavity of 
each liver. If the knife had been used 
in life,death would have, therefore, 
most probably, if not necessarily, re- 
sulted. 

The examination yesterday and 
last night also showed that there was 
a portal or liner cireulation through 


the heart, as was seen from the pas- 
sage of the injecting matter used in 
embalming. The abdominal organs ° 
lie in close contact with these | 
pouches, but are not continuous into 
them. 
To-day most important investiga- 
tions will take place by making deep 
sections into the band with the view 
of ascertaining the umbilical connec- 
tions bearing on physiologic u mani- 
fectations in the fcetal life of beings. 
To-morrow night the formal regort 
will be made before the Fellows of 
the college, upon which occasion ad- 
mission will be granted only to those 
who are so fortunate as to be in pos- 
session of special cards of invitation. 
WHICH WAS THE LIAR?—[From 
the Utica Observer. |—General Butler 
rose to a personal explanation in the 
House yesterday and denounced as 
utterly false the special dispatches to 
the New York pene concerning his 
action in regard to Louisiana macters 
and the Sanborn Treasury Contracts.

The bodies also were very frequently 
used by Dr. Pancoast for the purpose 
of explaining the passages of the re- 
port. The intensest excitement was 
displayed during the remarks of the 
demonstrator, explanatory of certain 
physicological peculiarities 1 the re- 
spective bodies. Prominent among 
these peculiarities was what Dr. 
Pancoast called the ‘‘fatty cord, 
which extended from the mncoud 
membrane of the stomach to which it 
adhered in the direction of, but not 
quite, into the bond of union. rhere 
were uliarities of the ubilical and 
liver in each body, together with 
many other abnormal growths rarely 
found in the human anatomy.

The South Carolina TaxePayers 
Convention—It Memorializes Cone 
egress. 


CoLuMBIA, & C, Feb. 19.—The 
Convention to-day adopted a plan for 
the organization of a bureau of im- 
migration with commissioners 1n 
each county. 


A memorial to Congress was adop- 
ted to the effect that Congress, in its 
reconstruction acts, could not have 
meant that the tax-—payess of the 
State should not become par- 
takers of the rights enjoyed by 
citizens of other States; that taxa- 
tion without representation had 
always been considered tyranny, and 
this evil could not have been meant 
to be inflicted upon the people of this 
State. The government established 
in South Carolina, however, under 
the legislation of Congress, has been 
made the instrument of effecting this 
monstrous Oppression. ‘The taxing 
power is in the hands of those who 
own a mere fraction of tho property 
in theState. ‘The result is that those 
owning the property haveno voice in 
the government, and those owning 
taxes no shares in the burden thereof. 
Thetaxes have advanced yearly, until 
in many Gases they consume more 
than one half of the income from the 
property taxed. [A recapitulation 
of the expenses of the government in 
1865 and 1873, already published in 
the NrEws, is here given, which we 
omft.} The facts exhibit the unpre- 
cedented spectacle ofa State in which 
the Government is arrayed against 
the property of its citizens. A promi- 
nent member of the Legislature has 
openly avowed that the taxes should 
be increased to a point which would 
compel the sale of the great body of 
the land and take it away from the 
former owners. For the year 1872 
alone 268,588 acres of land were 
forfeited to the State, and this result 
proyes the tallacy of the belief that 
the policy pursued promotes the 
elevation of the black population and 
the acquisition by them of the lands 
thus virtually confiscated. The 
reverse is the natural result. Lands 
are unavailable as security, mort 
gages in default of payment cannot 
sell, wages have declined, the cost of 
living is made greater by the addi- 
tion of the taxes tothe prices of com- 
modities, the poor are made poorer 
and rendered every day more incapa- 
ble of purchasing lands and more 
hopeless of rising above the condi- 
tion of mere laborers. 

{The memorial here goes into a re- 
view of the workings of the Legisla- 
tures for the last six years, by which 
the State debt has been increased 
from five tosixteen millions, and that 
without advancing any public works 
or without adding one dollar to the 
public property or to the payment of 
the public debt. And yet it is not be- 
lieved the real amount of the public 
debt has been ascertained. Schemes 
of public plunder have been openly 
shown. In one irstance two clerks 
of the Legislature, in their official 
capacity, made contracts with them- 
selves as private persons for the pub- 
lie printing, and the appropriations 
made for these two officials amoun- 
ted to $475,000 exclusive of $100,000 
for publishing the laws, and in the 
year of 1873 there was paid these two 
officials $351,000, and a large amouut 
still due them, notwithstanding their 
avowals that the work done was 
worth not more than $100,000 and 
the testimony of others that the work 
was worth not more $50,000. During 
a period of 60 years, from 1800 to 1859, 
only $271,180 were appropriated for 
publie printing, being $60,785 less 
than was appropriated for this pur- 
pose last year alone. 

Committees have received large 
sums for reporting favorably on pri- 
vate bills, and strong reasons exist 
for believing that a large amount of 
State bank bills, funded by the State 
to discharge her liabilities, have been 
re-issued by those entrusted vy the 
Legislatures with the duty of cancel- 
lation. Equally grievous evils are 
complained of in the Judiciary de- 
partment. Juries are seleeted by 
three officers, twoof whom are ap- 
pointees of the Governor ; the conse- 
quence is that the defeat of an obnox- 
ious litigust may be made certain by 
tbe selection of the jury. : 

It is openly asserted and believed 
that the officers of the Executive 
department are the subject of barter, 
and the manner in which such offi- 
cers are administered proves that 
qualification has little influence in 
the appointment. The two Gover- 
nors elected under the present con- 
stitution stand condemned in public 
opinion. ‘To detect and punish thesr 
crimes is impossible, as the Governoe 
controls the entire svstem, is one of 
self-sustaining and self-protecting 
corruption. 

_ By the management and manipula- 
tion of the government, there is no 
redress for these evils through the 
ballot-box, the elections being con- 
ducted, and under the immediate 
control of persons appointed and in 
the interest of the officials and the 
returns are under the absolute con- 
trol of the parties in power, render- 
Ing voting a form and mockery. 


Under much grievances, and des- 
pairing of relief from the govern- 
ment, the memorialists respectfully 
petition Congress for redress, the 
government thus oppressing being 
virtually established by Congress, be- 
lieving that this power will assist in 
removing these evils. 


Important Decision. 

PROVIDENCE, Feb. 19.—In the U$ 
S. Circuit Court to-day, in the case 
of Mrs. James vs. Atlantic Delaine 
Company, Judge Clifford rendered a 
decision which in effect affirms the 
laintiffs claim for about $688,000. 
‘he case has been in Court 15 years 
and it may be carried to the U. 5S. 
Supreme Court.
